_ American Affairs for April, 1946 said: 

“Floating in the economy like an atomic bomb 
is a lawless money-mass that represents buying 
power and nothing else. It is spendable-, but there 
is nothing to spend it for. Why is there nothing to 
spend it for? Because its equivalent in wealth 
does not exist . . . How was it created? 


“As a formal answer, Mr. Eccles’ statement is 
te perfect one . . But, that is a banker’s de- 
scription of method only. Method is but a way 
of doing something. Before method there must 
be idea and design. 


“The idea was to socialize the credit machine, 
and it was done; and with that the character and 
meaning of money changed, and almost unawares 
the ways of what Spengler calls ‘money thinking’ 
were altered. The function of money as a medium

WHAT’S GOING ON BEHIND THE IRON 
CURTAIN we know only in part. But what the. 
brazen representatives of tle 
Soviet Union are doing in U.N. 
gatherings at Lake Success, and 
elsewhere, is plain to those per- 
sons who know the tactical 
methods of the so-called ‘‘Com- 
munists.’’ They are holding the 
non-Communist world at bay in 
order that the Kremlin may have 
what Lenin called.a “‘breathing 
space,’’ that is time in which to 
fortify for future advance 
= toward the Soviet Government 
world-engulfing goal.

TO UNDERSTAND PROPERLY the Com- 
munists, one must realize that to them the end 
justifies the means, any means imaginable. Hence 
their word is entirely worthless, IF repudiation of 
it will further their objective, World Revolution, 
with a big R. In diplomacy, Lenin-said: ‘Words 
must have no relation to actions — otherwise 
what kind of diplomacy is it? Words are gne 
thing, actions another .. . ”. Zinoviey, Presi- 
dent of the Executive Committee of ihe Third 
International (in the days before he and other 
original Bolsheviks were liquidated by Stalin) 
echoed the Communist standard thus: “We are 
willing to sign an unfavorable peace . .. It 
would only mean that we would use the breath-

—that is retained. But money is no longer a 
measure of anything, and this may be proved by 
the reflection that if the war had gone on to cost 
$600 billion or $1,000 billion the same method 
would have worked. Its possibilities are infinite.’’ 

The revolution that then took place, almost 
completely without public knowledge, is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Garrett: 


“What happened was that the government took 
control of the money market and hired its banking 
mechanisms. After that it was free—the govern- 
ment was free; and its command of money as a 

medium was unkmited. A sovereign government 
in monetary distress may simply print the money 
and force it into circulation, and there is no limit 
to that so long as the people wil! take it; but that 
was the old way with a bad history, and, more- 
over, in that way the laws and conventions of 
money are not changed at all. The new method 
required the use of mirrors. . . . 


“Why the government did it in that way, in- 
stead of to print fiat money and spend it, as was 
done in the Civil War, which would have been 
more honest and forthright and very much cheap- 
er really, is a question that leads to speculation. 
The technique of the new method had been 
learned during ten years of deficit spending. You 
may suppose that there was some temptation 
among the Treasury experts to explore its possi- 
bilities in a big way. The result however would 
be the same if there had been in fact the shrewd 
intention once and for all to destroy the institu- 
tion of the free money market. A free money 
market could survive any amount of financing 
by means of fiat money. It could value and price 
the fiat money as it priced and valued the Civil 
War Greenbacks. But now the American banking 
system is so entangled, so deeply involved and so 
dependent upon the government, that it can have 
no longer any policy of its own. Even its solvency 


is in the hands of the government.”’ 
* * * 


In other words, the Treasury by its actions has 
debased the real value of the American dollar. 
In this situation, the question of the ‘“‘gold con- 
tent” fixed for the dollar when it was ‘‘devalued”’ 
in 1933-34 becomes only a historical curiosity. 
THEN the dollar was devalued by statute, amid 
public discussion and final appeals to the Supreme 
Court. NOW by its creation of vast amounts of 
“bank credit,’’ about which the public knows 
practically nothing, the Treasury has devalued the 
dollar far more than in 1933, and that without 
even saying so. The proof that this is so, and the 
gauge of how far the devaluation has gone to 
date is found simply and conclusivedy in the prices 
currently charged for commodtiies. 


Let it not be imagined that this tampering with 
the real value of our money is the only policy of 
the present administration that has pushed us into 
the grip of our now-accelerating inflation. There 
are many other such policies. Take, as a homely 
example, the matter of eggs: 


Today the retail price of a dozen eggs is rap- 
idly approaching one dollar. Under normal cir- 
cumstances, one would know that something had 
happened to reduce the supplies available for 
sale. That would be the case if the market were 
free. And, in a free market, if there were a surplus 
of eggs, prices would come tumbling down. Do 
we have a shortage of eggs now? 


We do not. We have today probably the 
greatest surplus of eggs in American history. In 
the words of humorous columnist Frederic C. 
Othman of the United Press, ‘‘There are so many 
extra eggs that can’t be sold that there are hardly

any left that can.” Why? Because, by a carried- 
over wartime statute, the government has guar- 
anteed to farmers 90% of “parity prices’’ for 
assorted foodstuffs, including eggs. The farmers’ 
“parity price’’ is the result of an elaborate system 
of figuring up what other things he buys cost him, 
and, each time other goods he buys rise in price, 
the guaranteed price for his eggs goes up, too. 


This guaranteed price has often been above 
what the farmer could get in the open market. 
So every time the market price is lower than the 
“parity price,’ the- government must by statute 
step in and buy up the farmers’ eggs at the greater 
price. This government is bidding against Amer- 
ican housewife for eggs.and, by taking three hun- 
dred million dozen of them this year off the open 
market, has created an artificial shortage that in- 
creases the price of the reduced supply remain- 
ing. 

Almost half the government’s great egg supply 
was sold to England for fifty million dollars— 
which sum we lent her. So the government still 
has on hand 160,000,000 dozen eggs, and no- 
thing to do with them. Yet it is officials of this 
same inflationary government who intimate that 
prices have risen because of ‘‘the greed of busi- 
nessmen and manufacturers.” It is officials of 
this insanely inflationary administration who are 
now attempting to draw public attention away 
from what is solely their own doing, and to pin 
the blame upon businessmen and manufacturers 
who are themselves chief victims of our booming 


inflation.

Can anything be done? Or is it now too late? 


It is not yet too late. We have not yet passed 
the instant when the momentum of the inflation 
spiral becomes too great to be slowed and stopped. 
Our fate has not yet passed from our own hands. 


But if we are to avert the impending disaster, 
we must locate responsibility for our situation and 
compel the only power that can correct it, to do 
so. That power is government, Only government, 
and that at the highest levels, can now put on the 
brakes. And even government, if it is to succeed, 
must act promptly and courageously. 

What must government do? 

First, it must restore the integrity of the Amer- 
ican dollar. To do this, it will have to abdicate 
its control of the money market, and allow the

Second, it must cease and desist from the fus- 
ther creation of “instrumental money.” 


Third, it must heroically and drastically reduce 
the volume of federal expenditure by more than 
one-half. 


Fourth, it must reduce taxes, especially on pro- 
ducers and on savers who supply the risk capital : 
to finance new tools and new enterprises, so that 
the supply of goods produced may be increased 
and bear a more reasonable relation to the vast 
supply of dollars still available for spending. 


Fifth, it must reduce the Public Debt ,steadily 
with savings effected from the reductions in fed- 
eral expenditures. 


Sixth, it must call a halt to all foreign govern- 
ment loans. This may seem hard on Europe, but 
if our economy comes apart at the seams, the. 
result will be even worse for Europe than not 
having our loans. As it is, most of our loans to 
Europe are being spent here for American pro- 
ducts, which increases our money-supply and de- 
creases our supply ef goods, thus adding to ‘our 
inflation. The fact that Europe is getting rid of 
our dollars and taking our goods as fast as it can 
get them, is cause for alarm rather than for short- 
sighted rejoicing. In any inflation spiral, holders 
of currency who see what is coming try to ex- 
change what will presently be worthless forcom- 
modities that will endure. Can it be that Europeans 
have a Clearer view of what is taking place here 
than we do? 


Seventh, it must devote great sums (and as to 
this there can be no choice, since no alternative 
exists) to the development of our defense, .bott 
actual and potential. It cannot be done ‘if the-in 
flation spiral goes unchecked. A bankrupt natios 
and a smashed economy can neither prepare for 
nor maintain its own defense. 
* ok *” . 
Slowly but clearly, the policy of the Soviet 
Union emerges from the mists: Communism is 
waiting for the only economy it fears, to collapse. 
But it is not waiting idly: everywhere it is en- 
couraging the process of our downfall by creating 
situations in which nations kept by the Soviet in 
economic and political impotence and confusion 
must appeal to us for financial aid. For, in bolster- 
ing them all, the Masters of the Kremlin are 
convinced that we shall become involved beyon@ 
our powers and, in the moment of the collapse, 
drag our beneficiaries down with us to the abyss 
In our own country the stooges of Communism 
encourage the financial insanity that grips our 
government as our danger grows. 


Let one thing remain clear: whatever comes, 
it is not ‘free enterprise’ which is on the verge 
of collapse and which, by collapsing, will prove 
the Communists thesis that it cannot endure. His 
an inflationary government, and that alone, which 
history will hold responsible for our ruin, if we 
are to be ruined. No economic system, basically 
sound though it may be, can by its mere worth 
avert the disaster which follows the debauching 
of the currency. Just as a bullet may kill the just- 
est of men, so inflation can wreck an otherwise 
sound and durable economy. 


There is no fanfare. No sense of impending 
crisis sweeps across America. he agonies -of 
Britain and Europe move us a littie, but the reality 
seems far away. “It can’t happen here.” Yet, 
unless drastic steps are taken without delay, the 
result seems mathematically certain. 

To be cancelled from the list of great and free 
nations, all we have to do now is—to do nothing,

Wood’s testimony highlighted the opening day 
pf a full-dress probe into alleged subversive in- 
fluences in the movie capital. While a hundred 
fewspaper reporters and scores of newsreel and 
“adio men recorded his testimony, Wood snorted: 


“These Communists thump their chests and 
all themselves liberals, but if you drop ther 
rompers you'll find a hammer and sickle on ther 
rear ends.” 


He urged the committee to ‘“‘outlaw the Com- 
munist Party, declare its members foreign agents, 
and kick them out of the coustry. 


Asked by Chairman J. Parnell Thomas (R.-
